THE APPROPRIATION FOR NEW WESTMINSTER. 


When the item of $4,000 (a re-vote) for re. 
pairs and improvements to the strects of New 
Westminster came bp, in Committee of Supply, 
on Tuesday, the hon. Mr, Cornwall spoke 
against it, and, in doing so, indulged in a tirade 
of abuse of the capital. The hon. Attorney Gen- 
eral replied very effectively. He said that much of 


this carping from certain quarters was the result | 


of excessive modesty on the part of the people of | 
this city, who, instead of asking for such small a- 


mounts were entitled to much larger sums; and 
that if the Government had taken hold of the ca- 
pitaland treated jit as it onght to have been treated 
we should not now have to listen to such remarks. 
Hon. Mr. Holbrook followed in an able speech. 
He stated that the people had expended the sum 
of one million one hundred ‘thousand dollars in 
permanent improvenients, had taxed themselves 
to the extent of $30,117, effected a municipal 
loan of $15,000, all for the purpose of building 
up a capital, for the kite of which they had paid 
the Government. $127,332. He alladed to the 
fact that after all the remarks which had appeared 
‘in certain papers abot the people of New West- 
minster not paying a fair share of the revenue, 
&e., he found, upon a carefal investigation, that 
one third of the revenue collected at the Custom 
House during the past year was paid by the 
people of this city. The hon. Mr,.Homer spoke 
at some length upon the same side. He said 
New Westminster did not come in the character 
of abegger. She merely asked for a very small 
instalment of what the Government owes. In- 
stead of the paltry sum set down in the Estimates 
there ought’to bé a very different amount. He 
alluded to the terms fpon which the town sité 
was sold. He was prepared to prove that the 
Government promised that the streets would be 
made out:of the proceeds of the sale; and yet, 
| in the face of that agsuratice, the Whole proceeds, 
| something over $120,000, had been thrown into 

e general revenue, and the people left to tax 
| He maintained 
that the people of New Westwitster had done 
more towards permanent improvements than any 
other Community of the same size in the Colony: 
They were, in fact, the only community in the 
country who had taxail themselves for local im- 
provements ; and it was to their exertions that 
the country was mainly indebted for the change 
of Government, and the possession of the more 
liberal constitution which we now énjoy. Mr. 
- Cornwall, of course, opposed the item, speaking 
of the Capital in hig. usual, contemptuous style.
